and throughout he 


reign have remained "her devoted slave 
She was passionately'fond of riding an 
for long spent a portion of each year in i 
the hunting fields of England and Ire- 
land. The breakdown of her health 
compelled her first to forego this pleas- 
ure, and then she was debarred from 
fencing and even from her mountaineer- 
ing excursions. The unhappy marriage 
of her only son and the refusal of the 
pope and the emperor to consent to his 
divorce preyed upon her mind, and since 
his tragic death years ago at Mayerling 
she has led the life of a recluse.—San 
Francisco Argonaut.

WAK MEWS. 


The cabinet assembled at the White 


House early yesterday morning. The 
note to Spain was immediately taken 
up and the draft was read by Secre- 
tary Sherman. 


representative Mercer left the White 


House during the conference and gave 
out that the ultimatum would be 
short, sharp and decisive and will bring 
matters to a prompt issue. 


The President signed the resolutions 


at 11:24 yesterday morning and Con- 
gress was immediately notified and the 
announcement was greeted with ap- 
plause. 


At 11:50 yesterday morning tho ulti- 


matum was cabled to Miniate- Wood- 
ford at Madrid direct from the White 
House. The note to Woodford trans- 
mits the full text of the resolutions 
and the determination of the President 
to enforce them. No set time was given 
for Spain to reply, but in all proba- 
bility it will not be long in coming, 
and the President expects Spain's 
answer will be unfavorable. 


Minister Woodford was instructed 


' o await forty-eight hours after deliver- 
ing the ultimatum to the Spanish Uov 
eminent before asking for hie passport 
unless given to him before that time.

I/ondon Bridge. 


The Britons themselves were quite 


nnable to construct a bridge of any kind 
unless in the primitive methods observ- 
ed at Post bridge and Two bridges, on 
Dartmoor, by a slab of stone laid across 
two bowlders. The work, therefore, was 
certainly undertaken by Roman engi- 
neers. We have, in the next placebo in- 
quire what kind of bridge was built at 
tbat time by the Romana 
They built 


bridges of wood and of stone. Many of 
these stone bridges still remain; in oth- 
er cases the pieces of hewn stone still 
remain. The bridge over the Thames, 
however, was of wood. This is proved 
by the fact that had it been of the solid 
Roman construction in stone the piers 
would be still remaining; also by the 
fact that .London had to be contented 
with a wooden bridge till the year 
1176, when the first bridge of stone was 
commenced. 


Considerations as to the comparative 


insignificance of London in the first cen- 
tury, as to the absence of stone in the 
neighborhood and as to the plentiful 
supply of the best wood in the world 
from the forests north of the city con- 
firm the theory that the bridge was built 
of wood. 
We have only, therefore, to 


ieain how Roman engineers built 
bridges of wood elsewhere in order to 
know bow they built a bridge of wood 
over tho Thames —Pall Mall Gazette.

The Railroad People Want It Near 


Eeno. 


A. D. Shepherd, General Freight 


Agent of the Southern Pacific Com' 
pany, having been informed of the ac- 
tion of the Board of Health establish- 
ing a quarantine station at Verdi, tele- 
graphed Governor Sadler as follows: 


"SAN 
FRANCISCO, April 20, 1898.— 


Your dispatch regarding quarantine 
station at Verdi received. We have no 
corrals nor chutes for such accommo- 
dations at Verdi, aud would ask that 
yeu kindly permit the quarantine sta- 
tion to be located at Reno, and we will 
provide a special coiral for that pur- 
pose. Not at the ordinary corral now 
opposite those managed by Mr. Purry, 
but half a mile east of that point. We 
will have to speud!(,300 to put tbe corral 
in condition, which we will do at once, 
if you will make the quarantine sta- 
tion at that point. Beno is naturally 
tho distributing point for noith, east 
south and weat. If satisfactory this 
will keep California stock entirely 
separated from other stock that would 
usually go into the corrals at Beno.

was wholly in the hands of the Board 
of Health, with whom he should com- 
municate on the subject. It would 
doubtless be more convenient to, have 
the station near Beno, if there was no 
danger of infection, but it remains fcr 
the Board of Heallh to say where it 
shall be established us the law em- 
powers the Board, and the Board only, 
to act in the matter.
